RECLAIM THE STATE. 

It has been estimated that three- 
fourths of all the land in Nevada has 
soil capable of producing floe crops if 
watered, It is positively known that 
every tree planted and every acre of 
land plowed adds to the rainfall of a 
country. It is also a fact that heavy 
Wioter and Spring rains make good 
feed in the mountains and jucrease 
crops in the valleys, thus addiog great- 
ly to the wealth of the year. If Sen- 
ator Marker's bill becomes a law ten 
years’ time will change the face of 
this country to a wonderful degree. 
There are vast tracts of fine land in 
Paradise valley, on the Humboldt and 
Carson and their tributaries, in Span- 
ish Springs and Wicnemucca valleys 
that are now wortbless, for the lack of 
water which sinks in the lakes and is 
wasted, To bring these two wasted 
forces together would be to make both 
immensely valuable. It would bring 
in population, increase our revenues, 
and secure a lasting and healthy pros- 
perity. There are abundant markets 
at good prices for all that would be 
raised and ene thing would lead to 
another until we would have factories 
as well as farms. There would have 
to be some ditches built, but the great 
thing would be to construct hundreds 
of small reservoirs in the different 
mountain ranges, thus saving Spring 
floods and Autumn drouths. The op- 
portunities are junumerable and all 
tbat is wanted is intelligent legislation. 
If our Legistature ean conceive of a 
plan to carry this idea into effect time 
will more than demonstrate the wis- 
dom of their course and they will be 
rememberedjfor the patriotism and far 
reaching wisdom of their act.

ANNEXATION. 


We publish to-day a communica- 
tion from Churchill county opposing 
the annexation of that territory to this 
county as provided by the Varian bill. 
The correspondent is evidently op 
posed to the measure, but why, he 
faile to show. He does not think 
Churchill should be blotted out while 
she is in & prosperous condition. 
Both ceunties are free from debt and 
prosperous, for that matter, but if the 
taxpayer can be benefited by the con- 
solidation why oppose the measure! 
The Controller's report shows Washoe 
to be the richest county in the State 
and she can better afford to maintain 
a government than any other of the 
counties, but that is no reason why 
we should not make our expenses less 
if we can. The same argument ap- 
plies to our neighbor. Because 
Churchill is prosperous it is no reason 
why her people should not embrace 
an opportunity calculated to reduce 
taxes and make that territory stilt 
more prosperous. The reasons given 
why the proposed anvexation should 
not be mode are hardly worthy of 
notice. Becanse Churchill has always 
been able to take care of herself it is 
no reason why ber people should not 
strive to better their condition. An- 
other reason given is that the county 
is no expense to the State, for she bas 
no convicts, no orpbaps or insane 
patients. The Warden's report shows 
that she is represented in the peniten- 
tiary, and the Commissioners of the 
Orphans’ Home reports wards from 
that county. Churchill, with sparsely 
populated territory, has not sent many 
Criminals to the penitentiary or orphans 
to the Home, but is that any argu- 
ment to prove that she never will? 
Mr. Varian’s statement, published in 
the GazErrx, shows conclusively that 
it would be a great benefit to the 
people of both counties to carry out 


the proposed plan, particularly to 
Churchill.

dated rubber manufacturing company 
to include all, and after discussion of 
the subject in all its points decided to 
leave the matter to a committee of eix 
manufacturers, who will report at the 
next meeting. In accordance with 
an agreement, a number of companies 
will close their factories to-morrow aod 
throw at least 8,000 persons out of 
employment. The reason for this ac- 
tion is the high price offcrude rubber, 
which manufacturers claim is due to 
the operations of cliques working to- 
ward speculation. The manufacturers 
are willing.to pay a living piice for 
crude rubber if they ¢ould get cor- 
respondingly advanced figures for their 
goods.

She called at Port Madison and io the 
afternoon started for Port Gamble. 
When five or six miles out smoke was 
observed comiog from the hay.

Ia three 
minutes all but the extreme forward 
part of the boat was a mass of flames.

ANNEXATION. 


A Churchill Correspondent Whe 
Kicks at the Proposition. 


SrilLWarrn, Feb. 6. 

Eoitos Gazetre:— Ina recent issue 
you publish Mr. Varian's bill for the 
annexation of Churchill county to 
Washoe. In the same issue you make 
editorial comment favoring the bill. 
You say Churchill county “is in a 
prosperous condition and it would ef. 
fect a handsome saving to abolish one 
county government and put the two 
under one roof.” There is something 
of antagonism io these two statements. 
It surely is not logical. If Churchill 
county is in a prosperous condition why 
should it be blotted out? Your asser- 
tion suggests the thought that Washoe 
merely wants to absorb Churchill be- 
cause the latter is a valuable piece of 
property. The saving effected would 
not be to the State; it surely would 
not be to Churchill county. It might 
lessen the burden of the taxpayers of 
Washoe and effect a saving to them. 
But thereby hangs the tale. Allow 


me to give some reasons why Churcb- 
illi county should be allowed to re- 
main just as it i: 

Ist. The county has shown that it is 
ab'e to take care of itself. It possesses 
the resources to do 80. 

2nd, The county “is in a prosperous 
coudition” and does not owe a dollar. 
There is $6,000 in the treasury. 

3d. The county is no expense to 
the State. We have no convicts in the 
penitentiary, ho unfortuoates in the 
Orphans’ Home, no insane in the asy-- 
lum. . 

4th. The county meets its obliga- 
tions promptly. It elects responsible 
men to office. 

The total value of taxable property 
in the county is half a million. With 
no outstandiog debtg@bit with money 
on hand, this is a desirable prize. 
Washoe is not alone in its efforts of ac- 
‘cumulation. Other bills than Mr. 
Varian’s are in existance and other 
plans devised by which the county 
may be dismembered. If, from the 
general wreck, enough could be found 
to go around, every poiot of the com- 
pass would direct to something or 
somebody waiting for a slice. If the 
county had a heavy debt it would be 
allowed to work out its own salvvation. 
has been managed upon an econon- 


ical and a correct basis, and instead of 
being encouraged its reward is threat- 
ened annihilation. Concerning the 
proposed annexation of this county to 
Washoe, a brief enumeration of the ex- 
pense of teaching Reno might arrgst 
the attention of economists. From St. 
Clair to Wadsworth and returo stage 
fare is $6. Wadsworth to Reno and 
return, $5. In order to transact busi- 
ness it would be necessary to stay two 
nights and one day in Reno, caused by 
the time on which the trains arrive 
and depart. The additional expense 
would amount to $5. Total, 816. To 
people living in Stillwater the cost 
would be $20. To people living at 
Sand Springs, Westgate, Clan Alpine 
and different mining camps in the 
eastern part of the county the actus) 
cost would be from $23 to $38. Ifa 
poor man indulged in the aristocratic
